Thilon* 
of the letter we can forgive, Tor the take 
of the gowdneu of the motive thai act nates 
the writer, and if it will at all tend to 
restore him lo hhT equanimity, we will 
frankly acknowledge, that when we 
penned the article in qutition, to far from 
intending to reflect upon the personal 
character of Mr. Commitiiuiier ktxi. or 
of hii lurcesior, Ur. Burro*, we did not 
think of the cngrweter either of the one, or 
of tin other, and should not have men- 
tioned Iheir nam*! at all, if the objection- 
able practice then under our attention, 
could have been a* conveniently ditcumed. 
without reference to individual cases. The 
practice we denounced il not more objec- 
tionable in ill nature, than that of rich 
absentee rectors in Rngland, paying poor 
curates humble salaries for performing all 
the work j a practice which hat many 
thousands of timet been called, (and we 
think justly, ) ditgraceful to the esta- ■ 
biisticd Church . but no one tier imagined 
that thii wm tantamount lo a charge of 
dishonourable conduct, in any individual 
rector who waa a party lo rueh arrange- 
ments. The fact it, Ikat a atati, how- 
soever t tee llent hii private character may 
b* r can eeklora am any thing improper in 
an official rale of practice (not mani- 
festly corrupt), which it taaclioned 
by cuatom, and by the conduct of men 
whom he kit be n In the habit of 
looking np to, u good and honourable 
citizen*. Mr. Micaut-av, in one of hii 
very able etaayi, jujlly remarks, that the 
act of the Highland gentleman of a cen- 
tury back, when driving away the cattle 
of a neighbour chieftain, was of the very 
tame kind, is that of the more modern 
and vulgar cattle dealer , hut that it 
would be a great mistake lo suppose, that 

a man at the other. For tut one was re- 
garded as a gentleman warfarer , the other 
la looked upon, and hunted down aa s 
co in mo rj thief; and therefor* each, behold- 
ing hit moral Agar* in the glen of the 
public eatintAtion, valuer bjmielf accord- 
ingly. Il follows that an act censurable 
in it** if nay be done by a mail, who 
neither tntendi, nor ii eonacioui of any- 
thing immoral, in doing it ; and we have 
little doubt that from the Judicial bench 
downwards, the practice we have con- 
demned might prevail, without any of the 
parties concerned bestowing a thought on 
the probable cainaequcncti, — as poinied 
out in our former article— or regarding 
the arrangement in any other way, than ai 
a mere tn niter af busineis. We truit, 
however, that Mr. Torre* , (too good an 
officer to be a cheap SoUiulot -General,) 
it the last of the aemi-talaiieal ; and we 
hop* that we shall never find ours- Ives 
called upon to notice another instance. 

Let at now get on, to a abort conside- 
ration of the topic, wilh which w* started, 
via., tbc almoat universal sensitive near, oi 
people — more especially of official people, 
— to public notice) in lb* newspaper! 
Why il it, that he who despises I he good 
or bad opinio a of individual men, itaUl- 
tirbcd by an adrerse judgment against 
himself in a newspaper ; which judgment, 
a moment'! reflection tell* him, ii only 
the work of an individual man! Il dots 
not Mem to be very eaty to answer thii 
qurttlon aMiafmtorily. But before at- 
tempting an answer, let at i*k another, 
Why doea the ablest public man, feel, 
(aa we have beard inch men confidentially 
declare they do feel) , tnpidation and 
anxiety, in addremng a mob of people, 
every one uf whom the addresser may be 
reasonably well taUaliad,— without vanity, 
— ia inferior in every intellectual quali- 
ficatiou to himself ? If he could feel en- 
tire Gomputure with each on* of the audi- 
ence in a private conference, why should 
fat be diioompoeed whan alt are together * 
Yet certain It ia, that be does so feel dis- 
compuaed, at if any number of iadividti- 
*l*. (bote perhaps when separate) could be 
metamorphosed into a mass of intelli- 
gence, when collected together in ■ 
crowd. 

The truth is, w* suspect, that the trepi- 
dation ia question, i* the retail of a 
trick of the imagination. We aat*> 
rally and tnevitne.lv aaniat* 
with vastnrss, and numbeti. 
may s us, — or at any rale yo 
yon may toon, atccrtau tht tt it it nth and 
lether of an individual mind, but yon 
aannot penetrate and toatinr, that dense 
man of human stuff before yon, tad all 
It* lascratahl* piaunat aad power*. Phy-

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licttly, yon tie! ton an wothing before 
•nch a crowd of your fellow-creature t, 
intent it in v be, on a rollcetlv*. purpose, 
and by a kind of atsociation of ideal, you 
ata apt to ftal thai you may alau be aa 
inferior to them, iulelleclually. Your 
mind it confuted with lb* apparent oddi 
again*! you, *nd your rontidetsie in your- 
»elf U diiVurbett proportionally.- Weonct 
saw Mr, Hkair Dvkwu, appartntly from 
tome inch feeling, nlffer a lauientahlt 
break-down, in ah attempt tu ad dirts a 
meeting of working men ; and this n not 
the only instance by many, which we 
have known of tht tame a'ind. By a 
kindird feeling it appears to us, it it, 
that moil men,— and especially oflciali— 
at* go; much mortietnitive alio what it laid 
about them in * newspaper, than they ate 
■boot any other kind of notice uf thr ii 
actions. It is ptrhapi only u natural 
for an official to dislike unfavourable 
public nutioe, a* for * servant lo be avert* 
from being mentioned unfavourably be- 
fore her mi stress. Bul with rtferer.ee to 
ether persona, Ihe sensitive nets in u, uett io ttj 
h tot so eaaily intelilgib'e. Why should a 
thing said in a newipapet be more pleaalug, 
ur more annoying, thin the tame thing 
aaid out of a newipiper 1 The ream a 
appears to be thii. We are all, whilst in 
a state of society, to naturally dependent 
for much of rhe happineas or life, upon 
the good or ill opinion of our fell owl, that 
any thing it pleasant orditgusting U> us. 
just at it ii cal enlated to affect favourably 
or otherwise, this feeling which we are all 
anxious to cultivate. The Press it the 
most powerful medium, for thii ptupote. 
And we cannot therefore b* a* iuaeniible 
to what kppeart in a newspaper, as If the 
tune thing were merely matter of private 
gossip. A politician in London, who la 
mauled unmercifully til a powerful 
leader in the TiMi*, or Citroaicae, cannot 
forget that it will be read by himself, and 
by many other* at about tht tame hour , 
(at if all were laying it in concert to- 
gether) and by aome with an intensity of 
telilh, thr thought of which afAieti Ins 
very soul. And It ii not unlikely lhit 
even a City Councillor, ia not wholly 
insensible of the fact, that ten thountid 
other people, aa well as himself, « thin a 
very few hours of hit utterance!, have the 
tenor and effect of them, in the Htroltl, 
for public approbation, orceniurt, Thai
